N THE HEADLINES THE 

year-end mews of Canada’s 

economy may seem encouraging. 
Actually jt is disappointing. 

Last June Mr. Fleming's budget 
speech predicted a “modest” in- 
crease of 3 per cent in the Gross 
National Product, the over-all 
measurement of Canada’s wealth, 
provided the government did noth- 
ing to stimulate it. With new 
measures of stimulation, Mr. Flem- 
ing expected a much larger growth. 

According to the Canadian Press - 
the GNP probably grew this year 
by 2 per cent, though final figures, 
not yet -compiled,. may push - that 
figure up to 3 per cent: © 

Clearly Mr. Fleming's stimulants 
—the devalued dollar, the gigantic 
deficits and the rest—have not vet 
produced the results he had ex- 
pected, 

But Mr. Fleming is: by nature 
an optimist. In 1960 he promised 
‘Parliament a. growth of S$ per cent 
in the GNP and a year later had to 
admit that the actual figure was 
only 2 per cent in real terms. 

The collapse of his economic 
assumptions turned his theoret- 
ically balanced budget into another 
huge deficit. This: year he felt 
compelled to —budget deliberately 
for a deficit still larger in the hope 
of encouraging the businéss recov- 
ery which he had predicted“in 1960. 

If his assumptions have failed 
again in 1961 he may argue that 
the “modest” growth of 2 or pos- 
‘sibly 3 per cent in the GNP is not 
too bad a figure by historical com- 
parison, For many countries it 
would be quite .a gy gg tudes e, 
but not for Canada. Our population 
growing so rapidly that this 
measure of economic growth really 
represents no growth at all. 

In fact, on a per capita basis— 
the true measurement—Canada 
poorer today than: it was in 1956 
before the present government took 
office. In its entire term so far the

No fair-minded Canadian can 
Say, of course, that fhe government 
alone’is responsible for these condi- 
tions but its policies patently have 
failed to make good its original elec- 
tion: promises. They are seen now, 
on the threshold of another election, 
in all their glaring irresponsibility 
and no doubt the government wishes 
it had never made them. 

Tie nation was given to under- 
stand, in Mr. Fleming's budget ‘of 
last June, that—a—defigit of some- 
thing like a billion dollars,, with all 
the ensuing pressure on the bond 
market and the heavy inflation of 
the currency, would soon pay off 
in prosperity. Thus Canada’s con- 
tinuing financial disorder would be 
costiy but temporary 

Today there is still no sign of 
order but, instead, another budget 
of deficit and inflation. And in the 
first nine months of 1961 at least 
the economy wag still stagnant. 

In the last three months, how- 
ever business certainly showed im- 
provement and .the improvement 
should continue well into 1962: Mr. 
Fleming may argue, therefore, that 
his remedies of last summer are 
beginning at last to work. . 

Whether current business recov- 
ery is due to these remedies or to 
the prosperity of our great export 
markets in the United States and 
Europe, or to both, is-a question 
which economists will long argue. 
But any layman can see_ that 
Canada requires not merely a busi- 
ness improvement but a rapid for- 
ward spurt if it is to absorb its 
unemployed and its full industria! 
capacity. We have much lost 
ground to recover, the accumulat- 
ing economic failure of the last four 
years.
